The Animal Farm, Steven- 
son House 3, tried one of the 
members of the House last Wed- 
nesday. Mike Matarazzo was 
accused of illegal entry into a 
residence and causing potential 
injury to innocent victims. 


The specific nature of the 
crime was revealed in the pro- 
ceedings of the trial. Appar- 
ently Mr. Matarazzo set a fire 
cracker with a very long burn- 
ing fuse on the desk of one of 
the plaintiffs. The fire crack- 
ér exploded at three o’clock in 
the morning. The defendent’s 
testimony was often confused 
and at one point he expressly 
denied actions that several res- 
ponsible witnesses had seen him 
commit. 


He was declared guilty by 
Judge David C, Haet, who in 
his off-hours serves as Res- 
ident Assistant for House 3. 
The jury, however, believed 
the defendent to be insane and 
he was put in the charge of 
David Sanforth. The plaintiffs, 
John Peckham and Dan Porter 
were represented by the House 
Attorney Art Torres. JockRey- 
nolds served as Defense attor- 
ney for Mr. Matarazzo. 

The Court sentenced Mr. 
Matarazzo to write a full ap-

The Board of Regents of 
the University of California 
approved design plans for 
College Five on February 16. 
The announcement was made 
jointly by Acting UC Presi- 
dent Harry R., Wellman and 
UCSC Chancellor Dean E. 
McHenry. 

The first of UCSC’s colleges 
to be sited west of the campus 
core, College Five will pro- 
vide residential facilities for 
550 students and eight faculty 
fellows or preceptors, as well 
as student union areas for 
approximately 250 commuting 
students. Weighted academi- 
cally towards the fine arts, 
College Five will be built 
close to the proposed site of 
UCSC’s Performing Arts 
Building. 

Architect for the college 
complex is Hugh Stubbins and 
Associates, Inc., of Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts. As- 
sociated with Stubbins is the 
San Francisco firm of Cor- 
lett & Spackman. 

Classrooms, a library and 
two units, each composed of 
three residential houses will 


be placed to form a courtyard.

Iniervisitation 


The problem of the present ban on intervisit- 
ation in student’s rooms should be fully and form- 
ally discussed by the students and the administra- 


tion. The students’ dissatisfaction with the present 

regulations is obseurting many of the other flaws 
in the realization of a residential community at San- 
ta Cruz. The students’ dissatisfaction, however, is 
justified. The PRESS believes that the ban is neither 
fair nor necessary. 

We place great emphasis on the concept of commun- 
ity and especially a community of scholars. This 
would seem to necessitate treating students as res- 
ponsible and maturing, if not yet mature, adults. 
If they cannot be treated as such, then all the de- 
vices for fostering close student-faculty relations 
and encouraging community are wasted. Yet the reg- 
ulations treat the students as children who can hard- 
ly be trusted to control themselves when out of 
sight. : 

Most of the regulations are very liberal at Santa 


Cruz: the faith placed in an informal hon r code 
academically, the absence of lockouts, the general 
freedom of off-campus movement. It i. in light 
of this liberality that the restriction upon ibe. use 
of residental space seems so incongrucus °ad so 


unfair. 

In order to provide a minimuni of privacy and 
avoid charges of sexual excess by parents anc in- 
terested observers, some regulations are prabably 
necessary. The PRESS does not advocate a con- 
plete absence of social restrictions--we must jive 
in the society in which we are placed. But we do 
not believe that the present universal obstacie to 
private social intercourse is necessary, 

We believe that the first fioor lounges in Stev- 
enson should be open 24 hours. We believe that the 
upstairs lounges in Stevenson and all the lounges 
in Cowell should be open for a longer period of time. 
And we believe that students’ rooms should be op- 
ened to members of the opposite sex for a reasonable 
period of time daily. The present hours of the Cow-

As the Chancellor has pointed out, the arguments 
are old. Students are paying rent on their rooms 
and -should therefore have the right to use them; 
they should not be paying for the privilege of a reg- 
ulated social life. If parents have sent their chil- 
dren away to school, they must place trust in them; 
the concept of ‘‘in loco parentis’’ is no longer tru- 
ly applicable , and especially not in an institution 
where the students are supposed to become integ- 
ral parts of a community. And so on. But because 
they are old does not mean that they are invalid; 
they involve concepts that are continually changing 
and should be discussed and debated continually. 
Because the administration has confronted one gen- 
eration or even one class of students does not mean 
that they need not confront the next. In a scholarly 
community all issues should be subject to open de- 
bate, not merely those the administration wishes to 
discuss. Ifa social issue can be placed out of bounds 
for confrontation, then who is to say that some 
touchy academic subject will not also be made tabou? 

If a change is to be made, the students must real- 
ize that they must take responsibility for enforce- 
ment of: the rules. They connot have freedom with- 
out responsibility. If they want the freedom they 
are asking for, students must openly accept the ob- 
ligation to enforce the rules themselves--as they 
were not willing to do last year. There is some 
question of whether students will indeed accept this 
harsh responsibility. The PRESS believes that they 
will, and, furthermore, that they Should be given the 
chance to prove that, 

Chancellor Daniel Aldrich, speaking of the liberal 
intervisitation regulations and hours that exist at 
Irvine, has said: “Irvine’s greatest achievement 
during its first year was the maturity with which 
the students accepted the privileges and responsib- 
ilities that went with them,’ We believe that the 
students at Santa Cruz should be allowed to make 
that kind of achievement.

was more worthwhile and the 
vice principal found you, he 
would say, “What are you, 
crazy? Go back to class.” 
And you did, just because it 
was a class. So why not the 
same thing in college, says 
this kind of student. 

At lectures, this student 
sits and listens for juicy facts 
which he can place in nice, 
neat compartments of stored 
knowledge. Then at the end 
of the quarter on tne final 
test he can spit it all back 
at the teacher in nice, neat 
paragraphs, telling a nice, 
neat story, just like in high 
school. 

This student reads all the 
books on the reading list very 
carefully so he can remember 
what they say.
